THE SUSPENSION. 
EXCITEMENT IN WALL STREET. 
Sema Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, July 27.—Wall street was excited 
this morning about balf-past 11 by the unex- 
pected announcement of the suspension of 
Duncan, Sherman & Co., the well-known bank- 
ers of this city. The effect of this news, coupled 
with the sensational stories put abroad at the 
same moment, was depressive, stock-market 
closing, after great fluctuation, at about 2 per 
cent lower than the opening quotations. The 
liabilities of the firm are between $5,000,000 and 
66. 000.000. No-other houses were carried down 
with them, as far as known. Investments in 
railway stocks is understood to bave been the 
primary cause of the failure. About three 
millions of their indebtedness is known to be 
abroad. a good proportion of it being in bills 
of credit in the bands of Americans traveling 
abroad. Their principal creditor abroad—the 


been secured, as also the Back of the State of 
New York, in this city, a principal home 
creditor. 

About 11:25 this morning the doors of the 
banking-house closed, and simultaneously ft was 
announced in various exchanges that 

THE FIRM HAD SUSPENDED, 
and made an assignment. A great crowd gather- 
ed in front of the building, eager to know the 
cause, Some of them, probably deeply interest- 
ed, were clamorous tor admission. The bank 
had opened at the usual hour. for the 
transaction of business, and, as far 
as can be ascertained, conducted 
business, though it is denied that any deposits 
were received. The sudden closing at 11:25 was 
therefore all the more mysterious and perplex- 
ing. Inquiries at the bank were of little avail. 
Members of the firm left the building early, and 
during the entire day refused to see even the 
most intimate friends, sending word in reply to 
all inquiries for information that they could give 
none. The crowd around the building, unaware 
of the fact that the firm had resolved on abso- 
late silence, besieged not only the doors but 
windows, and finally the rear private entrance. 
But only clerks of the house were in charge, and 
one and ai! declared they could 
GIVE NO PARTICULARS OF THE FAILURE, 

or any bivts as to the causes. Throughout the 
day until a late hour in theafternoon, the crowd, 
still unsatisfied, lingered before the building, 
but lessened in numbers by the withdrawal of 
the anxious ones of the morning, so that only 
the curious and wondering remained when the 
streets closed to business. 

The excitement at the Stock Exchange was 
the greatest known there in many months, and 
for a time the utmost confusion prevailed, and 
not a little consternation existed. From all 
parts of the buildimg and from the street, brok- 
ers gathered on the floor and visitors in the gal- 
lery, until the latter were so crowded that fur- 
ther admission had to be refused. The floor 
was also filled, and for the first balf-hour after 
the news was announced sales of stock were 
brisk and 

PRICES DECIDEDLY PANICKY. 
Of course, after-reports were set afloat in the 
interest of the bears,and the feeling. of doubt and 
depression was increased by reports of the 
faijure of the Union Bank, of London, and the 
impending suspension of other houses, which, it 
was asserted, would immediately follow, and 
finally that oid root bach. the death of Commodore 
Vanderbilt. It was known that Mr. Vanderbilt 
was unwell on Saturday last, aud this helped to 
give a shadow of a shade of probability to the 
old story as freshly told. The effect of all wes 
that stocks were much depressed during the 
morning hours, but nearly recovered during the 
closing hours, so that the svyerage decline 
of the day was about 2 per cent below 
the closing quotations of Monday. Western 
Union was the most active stock, and, im- 
mediately after the announcement of the failure, 
tell off from 825 to 73, but as quickly recovered 
to 79, and finally closed at 7936.

HEAVY SPECULATIONS IN COTTON AND GRAIN 
as the cause, while others attributed it largely to 
speculations in unprofitable Southern securities. 
The firm has long been acting as New York fiscal 
agent of the Mobile & Ohio Railroad. More 
than a year ago it was stated that the firm was 
heavily involved on account of its transactions 
with this road, which, however, it was sup- 
posed was settled. More recently, coupons 
of the road, to the amount of about $700,- 
000, fell due, and the road was unable 
to meet payment. Duncan, Sherman & Co. 
bought up the coupons, and it is not known that 
any part of this last amount has since been paid. 
The idea of heavy speculation in cotton being 
the cause of the failure was geneaally discred- 
ited at the Cotton Exchange. It was claimed 
by a prominent member that the decline in the 
price of cotton for the past six months, at the 
most 3 cents, was not sufficient to produce such 
disastrous results. There was a very general 
expression of a suspicion on the street that the 
firm had 

BEEN INVOLVED FOR SOWE TIME PAST, 
and it was stated that their paper had recently 
been selling at figures considerably above that 
paid for prime discounts. A prominen’ banker 
of this city, in a brief interview this afternoon, 
said that there had been much distrust for sev- 
eral monthe as to the fivancial condition of the 
house. Rumors had been current on the street 
that members of the firm were largely interested 
io mercantile transactions outside their banking 
busivess, which bad locked up their capital and 
nad not proved successful. It was believed by 
many persons that large advances had been 
made by certain relatives to protect the credit of 
the house, until it was no longer possible to 
save it. There could be no doubt of the 
ability and willingness of the friends of the firm 
to keep them out of their troubles to any reason- 
able amount, but the suspension showed that 
they had 
BECOME TOO DEEPLY INVOLVED, 

and were pot in a cundition to avail themselves 
of the proffered aid. It was s mistake for bank- 
ers to engage in outside business speculations. 
The record showed disastrous results in almost 
every instance. Bankers were safe only when 
they kept their affairs well in hand, and avoided 
all temptation to engage in speculations and 
transactions not in their line of business. 

Among those professing to be wel! posted iu 
regard to the operations of the firm it is stated 
that among the assets will be found obligations 
of the bankrupt New York, Boston 4 Montreal 
Railway Company, which Company at one time 
received large sums as advances from Duncan, 
Sherman & Co. 

FROM TRUSTWORTHY SOURCES 
it was learned that the amount of liabilities of 
the firm was between $5,000,000-4nd $6,000, 000, 
the indebtedness being probably nearer the lat- 
ter sum than the former figure. The liabilities 
are about evenly divided between Europe and 
this couvtry. Mr. Dancan returved from Lon- 
don a short time ago, where he had been to 
make negotiations for new capital, aud he then 
made a thorough examination of the assets, and 
the liabilities of the firm which were of doubt- 
ful value were marked down to figures 
which was thought could de real- 
ized on them.

THE AMOUNT OF DEPOSITS 

with Duncan, Sherman & Co. is not given, but 
it is known that they have been drawu down a 
good deal of late, and this probably hastened 
the failure. Among deposits closed out some 
tumme ago was that of the Erie 
Railway Company. Nearly six months ago the 
firm were asked to advance a considerable loan 
to the Company, and declined, and soon after 
that time the account wrs transferred to another 
banking institution. It is stated that a clear 
statement of the assets and liabilities of the firm 
cannot be given for two or three mootas.

It is thought that the recens heavy failures in 

the Manchester (Eug.) cotton trade have some- 
thing to do witn the immediate embarrassment 
of the house of Duncan, Sherman &Co. They 
have been by far the heaviest buyers of cotton 
in the 44 market for several y most- 
ly, it was understood, for Manchester. The be- 
lef was that orders were generally executed on 
London banks’ or bankers’ credit; bat if it turns 
out that they trusted to any extent to direct 
credits of such concerns as Messrs. Collie, in 
Manchester, it willbe a misfortuse which no 
ordiuary prudence could guard against, seeing 
that these houses had the confidence of London 
to the extent of untold millions sterling. There 
is a belief that most of the bills now running are 
under strong acceptance on the other side; say, 
by Mesers. Baring and the Union Bank of Lon- 
dow. Tue outstanding travelers’ credits of Don- 
cao, Sherman & Co. are on a dfferent footing, 
aod may cause serious inconvenience to some 
of our people now abroad. It is understood 
that a full statement of the affairs of the house 
is in preparation. 
Mr. Duncan returned from Europe about two 
weeks ago, and bas since been making a careful 
examination of the assets, and finds that they 
are largely inadequate. He resolved to endeayor 
to get a pew cash capital, and, having failed to 
do so, determined that u was best to suspend 
and make a generai assignmeat for the benefit 
of all bis creditors, the assignee being United 
States Judge William Shipman.

THE EFFECT EESEWHERE, 
CHICAGO. 


For several hours yesterday afternoon after 
the receipt of the news of the failure, the ex- 
citement in city official circles was very percep- 
tible. Almost every one knew that for the past 
fifteen years the corporation has had more or 
lees monetary transactions with the unfortunate 
firm, and for awhile no one outside of the Comp- 
troiler’s office knew whether the city had lost 


anything or not. Late in the day 
it was learned from Comptrolier 
Haves tuat the city had absoiutely lost 


nothing by the failure. During the admin- 
istration of Comptroller Haves most of the city 
businesé bas been done through Messrs. Dun- 
can, Sherman & Co. and the American Exchange 
Bank. The business of attending to the mani- 
cipal and water boods bas devolved almost sole- 
ly upon Duncan, Sherman & Co. On the Ist of 
last July the Comptroller advanced them 
$100,000 to pay out in redemption of municipal 
6 per cent bonds due at taat time. Within the 
past week another check for no large 
amount,” as the Comptroller put it, was 
sent on, and he understands that they 
immediately placed it to the credit of the City 
of Chicago in the Bank of Commerce. These, it 
ia claimed, are all the receot transactions with 
that firm, and the ouly loss that the city could 
sustain would be, perhaps, some little balances 
which bad yet remained uncalled for by the 
holders of the coupous. It is fair to presume 
that the balance thus left over was exceedingly 
small, if any at all. Twenty-six days had 
elapsed since they became due, and it is alto- 
gether improbable that the holders of any 
munietpal bonds would delay the presentation of 
their coupons for that length of time. 

The information concerning the check recent- 
ly sent the firm is as yet very uncertain, and 
what disposition was made of the check cannot 
actually be ascertained until to-day. Conceding 
that it was placed to the city’s credit in the Bank 
of Commerce, as is reported, the city has lost 
nothing by the transaction, for they owe the city 
nothing. The firm has been held in high esteem 
by the Comrtrolier, and had the opportunity 
presented iteelf he would have had no hesitation 
in placing any amount at their disposal. He 
considers their im ity above reproach, and 
believes that their difficulties will be only tem- 
porary. In the meantime any city business to 
be transacted in New York will be done through 
the American Exchange Bank.

ALARMING PANIC AT A MOODY AND SANKEY MEET- 


ING. 

The London Standard of July 9 has the fol- 
lowing: A most alarming paaic occurred at 
the meetiug held yesterday in connection with 
the Moody and Sankey services at Camberwell 
Hall. The time for the departure ot the revival- 
ists drawing near the audiences are daily on tbe 
increase. Last night the hall was densely crowd- 
ed wore than an hour before the commeucement 
of the proceedings; still thousands arrived, only 
to find the doors closed agamst them. Mr. 
Moody commenced the service nearly an hour 
before the usual time. A bymn had been suog 
aud a prayer offered up, and Mr. Moody was eu- 
gaged in readmg the Fifty-first when 
suddenly the whole of the audience was startlod 
by the noise of the doors being forced, and the 
uproar of thousands endeavoring to rush into 
the buildmg. The females present shricked, 
and a riot seemed to threacen. Mr. Moody im- 
mediately concluded his reading, and requested 
the people to keep calm and to join in singing a 
bymo. The meeting was now left in charge of 
Mr. Sankey, while Mr. Moody left the rostrum 
with the intention of endeavoring to quiet the 
people outside. He, on seeing the state of af- 
fairs, returned and told the ushers to depart 
from the usual rule aud allow as many as couid 
be accommodated to sand in the aisies. The 
doors having been opened, thousands burst in, 
many rushing toward the galleries. The people 
bere became alarmed, and Mr. Moody, who kad 
returned, was asked not to allow any more 
to come there, or some evil consequence 


— — 


might ensue. Ia the meantime a panic 
spread among those who had crowded 
into the inquiry-coms, which are bituated 


under the platform and galleries. They were 
terrified lest these structures should give way, 
aud the crowds of people above fall down upon 
them. Mr. Moody mounted into the rostrum, 
and expressed the bope that all would remain 
quiet. There had been a report of a threatened 
riot underneath. He was sorry to say that 
many people had got ſato the inqguiry-rooms, 
and had so far forgotten themselves as to use 
violence. Under these circumstances, many 
were trying to get outside, but it was no use, as 
there were thoueands in the rooms underneath 
and around the building. Consequently if those 
below did no: leave, violence must be niet by 
violence. It would be injudicious for peopie to 
faint, too, for they could not be removed; so 
every one wonld do well te remain where they 
were. Mr. Moodythenleftthe rostrum. The panic 
now reached its height. Numbers of women, 
in spite of all remonstrance, eadeavored to 
leave, and many bad to be kept ia their places 
by sheer force. Mr. Grabam, one of the chief 
Stewards, entered the rostrum and said if the 
people did not keep calm the Committee could 
not now be responsible either for the safety of 
the building or people. Mr. Moody had gone 
outside, would not return until all was quiet. 
Either the people in the rooms underneath or 
the galleries above would have to retire, or the 
service would at once be concluded. In about 
half an pour the overwhelming crowd had con- 
siderably lessened, and, after provision had been 
made for some extra hearers, the service pro- 
ceeded. No casualty occurred, although the 
majority were severely crushed, aod a number 
fainted. Mr. Moody, in the course of hus sub- 
seqiient observations, remarked that he was very 
sorry to bear that two ladies who were present a 
few nights previously were now no more, one 
having dropped after leaving the bail.”

JAIL DELIVERY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

Granv Rapips, Mich., July 27.— This évening 
six prisoners in the County Jaik escaped. They 
were in the second stor- of the building. The 
outer walls of the jail are built of brick, 16 
inches thick, filled with timbers about 20 inches 
apart on the inner side. On these timbers 
are nailed 2-inch pine planks covering 
the whole of the inner surface 
of the walls. On those planks are 
fastened plates of boiler-iron about 3 feet wide, 
as long as the story is high. ‘These plates are 
thyee-eighths of au inch thick, and were joined at 
the seams with a narrow stiip of iron of the 
same thickness overlying the edges of plates, 
and were fasteved togeiber with iron bolts about 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter, and 2 inches 
long, 1uuping into the wood through eacu 7 
of the strips aud the edge of the plates, the 
heads being riveted in. About 4 or 5 feet from 
the walle is a chilled steel lattice-work with five 
meshes on the three sides surrounded. The iron 
cells are on the back side. ‘The cells are not 
separated from the walls, aud the prisouers when 
not locked had free access to the outer wails. 
They took the iron books from their iron beds, 
to fasten them up, and two case- 
knives, and started two or three of those 
bolts. Then they wrenched an iron bar loose 
from a portion staying the lattice work to the 
celia, and tore off a plate from the wood about 
6 feet up from the floor; then with a case- 
knife they made a ‘hole in between 
two Plates. took their aud 
pried off two short planks but 935 feet long; 
then a hole through the brick wall was easily 
made. A rope was made of a sheet, and, about

up, six of the nine piisoners in tbat story 
climbed ont and ran off.

The Board of Directors of the Chicago Uni- 
versity met yesterday afternoon at the Grand 
Pacifico Hotel. It was quite generally known 
that the question of Dr. Moss’ removal would be 
bronght up, and that a determined fight would 
be made by his friends to effect a reconsidera- 
tion of the action of the last meeting. The 
session yesterday, therefore, possessed anu- 
sual interest, and ite result was looked 
forward to with much anziety. A large 
number of the students of the Col 
lege who stand by the late President loitered 
around the corridors of the hotel to await the 
announcements that might be expected at the 
close of the deliberations. 

The meeting took place in a private parlor be- 
hind closed doors, and the reporters, though 
a great deal of time was wasted in an attempt to 
do so, are unable to give the debate, which was 
no aout interesting and full of rare revelations, 
and also excited, as the room was t so close as 
to prevent the confusion of voices from reach- 
the corridors outside. As a matter of unusual 


interest was to be brought up, there was an ex- 
ceptionally full attendance.

H. R. H.’S INDIAN TOUR. 


Mr. Diermzeli’s Presentation of the 
Project to the House of Commons. 
In the House of Commons on July 8, on the 

motion for goiug into supply, Mr. Disraeli, who 
was received with loud cheers, said: Before 
you, sir, leave the chair I take the opportunity 
of making the statement I promised to the 
House on @ former evening respecting the con- 
templated visit to India of His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales. The House in aware that 
for some time past His Royal Highness has con- 
templated a visit to that country. He is, as the 
House knows, a great traveler. There are very 
few countries he has not visited, and 1 
need not dwell on the great importance and ad- 
vantage to an individual filling the responsible 
poet which his Royal Highness does of travel in 
foreign parts. i do not meaa to way that travel 
is the best education a man can bave, but it is 
the best education for Princes. His Royal High- 
ness bas at all times shown and felt considerable 
importance and interest in all that pertains to 
the interest of the dominions of the Queen, and 
it was under feelings of that kind that he paid 
his memorable visit to Canada, and both to Cana- 
dians and to himself it was equall - satisfying, 
and His Royal Highness now contemplates trav- 
els of a more extensive and perhaps more impor- 
tant character. 

The House must be aware that the rules and 
regulations whivh were adopted and which easily 

revail ou a visit to our own Colonies would not 
adapted to a visit to Iudia, an ancient land of 
many nations. In the Colonies His Royal High- 
ness —r met a population of his own race, 

I may we is own religion and manners, but 

in India Royal Highness will bave to visit a 

variety of nations, of different races, of different 

religions, and of different customs and man- 
ners, andit will be obvious to the House taat 
tne simplicity of the arrangements which might 
suit @ visit to our Own colonies would not equally 
opely to the condition of India and its popula- 

ion. 1 

There is one remarkable characteristic well 

known to members with regard to Oriental man- 

ners, on which I will for a moment dwell, that 

did not obtain in his previous travels to avy 

gieat extent, viz.: the exchange of presents be- 

tweeu visitors and their bosts. This is a cus- 
tom so deeply rooted in Orientai life, and par- 
ticularly in India, that although it was obvious 
to the old Company who governed India that it 
was a custom which led to great corruption, and 
the Government of Her Majesty which succeed- 
ed to it was animated by the same convictions, 
and although they prevented those they em- 
ployed from mate y benefiting by those cus- 
toms, because they relinquished them to the 

State, still tuey have always found it impossible 

to formally terminate that custom. It led, at 

first, however, to great misapprehension and dis- 
satisfaction in the native mind. 

‘Lhe Council of India has received an intima- 
tion from the Viceroy that mere presents of cere- 
moaial, which have of late years been discour- 
aged, need not, in the opinion of his Excellency, 
be adopted in this case, but I may remind the 
House that although arrangements of that kind 
might be effected, His Royal Highness is about 
to visit a population of upward of 200,000,000— 
that he will be the guest or make the acquain- 
tance of many native chiefs and rulers, that 
there are amovg them at least ninety reigning 
sovereigns at the present time, and no doubt his 
Royal Highness must be placed in a 
position to exercise this spontancous feel- 
ing, 80 characteristic of his nature, aod 
generosity, and splendor, which his own charac- 
ver and the character of the country alike re- 
— to be gratafied. I Hear, hear.] I mention 
this circumstance in passing, but the House is 
aware that by the present arrangement any pre- 
sents received by any one employed in the Gov- 
eroment of the Viceroy im that country have to 
be yielded up to the Government to be dealt with 
by a particular department of the State, and sold, 
aod the proceeds of the sales are placed to the 
account of the Goverument in India. [Hear, 
hear.] I think, however, that the House will 
agree with Her Majesty's Government that there 
would be something most undignified [hear, 
hear] and most distasteful if, in a visit like this of 
the heir to the British Crown, any details of this 
mud should be entered iato [hear, bear], and 
that the House will agree in another conclusion 
arrived at by Her Majesty's Ministers, that not 
only should we not debate this custom, which 
bas generally been adopted with regard to Her 
Majesty's subjects, but that it really would be 
advisable, if we could arrange it, aod I think it 
could be arranged, that this question of presents 
should not be the subject of any discussion 
whatever. I think we can make arrangements 
for not coming to a specific vote upon a subject 
of that character, because it is im ible not to 
feel that all grace and dignity are lost eutirely if 
those who are to receive these gifts are aware of 
the mechauical and commonplace manner in 
which such gifts are arravged which might be

A FAST CONTINENTAL MAIL. 


The Lightning-Train Between New 
York and Chicago, 
New York Tribune, July 26, 

The present administration of the Post-Office 
Department promises to leave behind it an en- 
viable reputation for sincere, honest, and untir- 
ing efforts to improve the-postal service. These 
efforts are by no means confined to Gov. Jewell, 
though they owe much of their recent success 
to his earnest co-operation and encouragement. 
Men like Mr. Bangs inside of the Department, 
and men lise our Postmaster James 
outside of it, bare ehown us how easy 
it is to do good work and to make substantial 
progress upon ali their predecessors have done, 
if officials will only confine themselves to their 
duties, and devote all their time and attention to 
improving the service, instead of running prima- 
ries or screaming for the straight ticket. We will 
not enumerate all the advantages we owe to this 
sort of officers. We desire at this time only to 
cougiatulate our readers upon another project 
of the Department, which, though pot yet 
perfected. is far enough advanced to deserve 
meution and gratitude trom everybody who uses 
the mails. 

The principal mail ronte of the coustry now 
and for years past has run along the shores of 
the great laxes. Nearly 70 per cent of the mail 
matter sent from New York goes by that way. 
The Postmaster-Genera! has, therefore, vatural- 
lv selected that route for a fast mail-train to the 
West. ‘hey are now engaged in organizing and 
equipping such a train, and it is expected that it 
will begin to run by the Ist of October. It will 
make the distance from New York to Chicago in 
not more thao twenty-six hours, and they hope 
to reduce the time to tweniy-four. This will 
be a great advantage to ali the county be- 
tween here and Chicago, but will be of still 
greater benefit to the States west of Chica- 
805 as it will give them a gain of twelve 

ours over the present mail and express trains. 
Tois will be for the great Northwestern couatry 
equal to the annihilation of 30 per cent of the 
distance which separates its people from their 
correspondents in New York and the East. The 
importance of this gain is too evident to dweil 
upon, and the results of it will be seen in many 
ways. The amount of mail matter to be carried 
by this train will be enormous. There will be four 
large postal cars of improved construction, capa- 
ble of cariying thirty-five tons of matter, and it 
in thought by the Department that the amouut 
to be carried will reach forty-five tons before 
the expiration of six months. great- 
er part of the work of distribution will 
be done on the cars. Newspapers will be 
taken in by the bundle and folded and distribut- 
ed en route. It will require a large and well- 
drilied force to accomplish this, and it is believed 
the necessary persons can be found among the 
present empioyes of the Department along the 
road. They number at present 106, who are the 
remnaat of over 300 who have been appointed 
and thorougbly tested. Of course it would be 
unpostible for any one squad of clerks to be on 
duty along the whole route. Six hours of work, 
such as they would be required to do, would suf- 
fimently tax the energies of any man. Relays of 
clerks wil: therefore be stationed at Syracuse, 
Buffalo, and Toledo. 

The iret question which will arise in readin 
of this enterprise will be whether its evident ad- 
vantazes will be enough to compensate for the 
additional expense of this tremendously rapid 
service. Is Will surprise all but the initiated to 
learu that it will not cost ove cent additional ex- 

use. The railroads have met the Government 
iu the most generous spirit. In nothing bas the 
recent management of the Department been 
more admirable than in its success in 80 concen- 
trating the transmission of mail matter along 

eat thoroughfares that expense of 
it grows compagzatively less as its vol- 
ume increases. This is one of the principal 
recommendations of the plan im question. 
It provides for the carriage aud distribution of 
this vast mass of correspondence and informa- 
tion, at a speed far outstripping that of apy or- 
dinarx storm, at an expense below that of send- 
ing it by the ordinary aad slower channels. The 
Graugers may attack it as a new scheme of 
heartless monopolies ; but it will do them good 
in spite of themselves and take po money out of 
their pockets. Of its effects upon the jouroal- 
ism of New York and the West it is yet too early 
to speak. It is useless to deny that it will have 
some effect—but all will be to the advantage of 
the reading public, and condacs, as all things 
may be said to do, to the survival of the fittest.

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BEECHER IN ENGLAND. 


Effects of Dr. Parker’s Cable Message 
to Plymouth Church. 
New York Heraid, 
Lonxpor, July 10.—Since the Rev. Purker, of 
the London City Temple, sent his famous cable 
to Henry 


| Ward Beecher, an animated discussion has been 
carried on by the English papers as to the pro- 


Priety of the former gentleman's action, or, in 
other words, respecting the truth or falsehood 
of the charges Against the pastor of Plymouth 
Church. 

Among the Nonconformist body the division 
of opinion seems to be so great that perbaps we 
mav hope scon to see it arrayed in two hostile 
cam] s, —onbe supporting Dr. Parker in his belief 
in Dr. Beecher 6 purity ; the other embracing 
such Christian-hearted gentlemen as the Rev. 
Mr. Gillian, of Dundee, who expresses his con- 
viction of Beecber’s guilt iu such terms that the 
Christian World refuses to publish it because of 
its libelous nature. The controversy will end 
in producing no good, of course. It is, never 
theless, interesting 80 long as it lasts. The 
Nonconformist newspaper seems to incline, with 
chai:acteristic charity, to a belief in Beecher's 
} guilt, while the © hristian World opens ite col- 
umus to a lengthy article on Beecher by the Rev. 
Dr. Parker, who, whether igt or wrong, bas an 
opinion of his own, and expresses it in strong 
language. 

The Rev. Dr. Parker declares that, after a 
caveful pernsal of the evidence, he has found 
lilton’s charges u terly and triumphantly re- 
pelled by the most satisfactory evidence.“ 
Every English minister of his acquaintance, he 
adds, agrees with him in these seuuments. He 
admires tbe frank candor of Beecher’s evi- 
dence,” and, in conclusion, says: I have feit 
that, in quoting incidents and dates and putting 
toge her recoliections of facts, I should certainly 
bavye covuvicted myself a hundred times over. 
Woe be to mein the day when I have to rely 
upon mere memory fur vindication. The very 
smallest Tilton in the devil’s employ will see 
me sentenced to penal servitude for life on that 
nobappy day.” Rather ard on Ton that, 
haint it? 

The Rev. Alexander Raleigh, one of the co- 
signers with Parker, addresses a letter to the 
Times this morning, repudiating the idea that 
they had committed the whole Noaconformist 
body to their message, and closes bis commani- 
cation by saving; “1 must own that, after re- 
flecting on the matter every way I can view it, it 
still does not strike me as in the least likely to 
be a sound Chiistian principle or position that 
because a man is to be blamed for the lichter 
things, and has, indeed, biamed himee!f for 
them without stint, he is not to be approached 
with any expression of sympathy by those who 
believe and who are unspeakably thankful to 
bel.eve that he has with complete success shorn 
himself innocent of the heavier charge, 
Mr. Beecber is to some of us a friend 
of many years’ standiog. We have seen 
him, both here and in bis own country, 
and in very various scenes and circumstances. 
Not only do we believe him innocent of the dam- 
ning charge, but we also think that those other 
things which baye given us such pain are not 
of the substance of his life, and that the man 
recovered -himself and wii! stand in honor and 
usefvlness as in former time.“ 

Some of our secular journals speak of Dr. 
Parker's letter with congiderable unfairness ; 
his method of procedure is spoken of as Ke- 
nealyism in the pulpit.” The Lxaminer says: 
„% When Dr. Parker invites English fami ies to 
identify themselves with so disreputabie a per- 
son as Mr. Beecher is proved to have been, he 
does very little to help his brother in Christ 
while he most distinctly drags the good name of 
Enelish Nonconformity through the dirt.” 

The Spectator says: Dr. Parker must either 
be a very ioconsiderate person or a very s:upid 
one, or must entertain ideas very much at vari- 
auce with those ordivarily possessed by Enogiish 
‘* Nonconformists ” It criticises the trial as hay- 
ing been as long protracted, as careful, and al- 
most as nastyin some of its details as that of 
Queen Caroline; but thinks that after a charge 
such as that of Judge Neilson, an English jury 
would certainly have agreed on the acquittal of 
the accused.” 

The Saturday Review is equally severe in con- 
demuing Dr. Parker, and indulges in a little quiet 
irony, as is ite custom, thus: We observe with 
satisfaction that ocean telegraphs are not 
occupied exclusively with the tightness of 
gold and the duliness of gray shirtiogs ; 
they are employed to propagate the emo- 
tions of religious and political assembiies. The 
potion that the universal Church depended on 
the jury in Tilton vs. Beecher had not occurred 
to us, and, therefore, we regarded the reports of 
evidence, which Dr. Parker told his congrega- 
tion he had read, as an unmitigated nuisance. 
Our own expectation would be that the Church 
of Christ could survive the extiuction of Mr. 
Beecher, and the assumption by Dr. Parker and 
others that their brother minister is indi-pensa- 
ble for the spizitual welfare of the world seems 
to us a pa:ticularly offensive variety of priggish- 
ness. It is to be hoped that we shall not bear 
much more of this case, and, at any rate, we 
think that further reference to the Church of 
Curist in connection with it might well be 
spared,” 

Very naturally the vote of $100. 000 by the 
members of Piymouth Church to their pastor 
has causea both excitement and discussion. 

The Daily Jelegraph thinks the congregation 
have aliowed their emotions in this iueideut to 
triumph over their intellects, iu the same man- 
ner that so many Englishmen bave allowed 
themselves to be carried away by sympathy with 
„ Sir Roger Tichborne, alias Arthur Orton. 
The Telegraph admite this: It is not for En- 
glishmeu to throw a stone across the Atlantic at 
these gushes of confidence and showers of ready 
money from the tender-hearted. congrega- 
tion at New York. We see in England 
itaelf, at the present day, bursts of really 
disinterested sympathy with an anhavpy noble- 
man, vow languishing at Dartmoor —a scoun- 
drel, who, to perjury, and forgery, and fraud of 
every kind, added base #landers on à lady, dis- 
graceful boasting, and malignant hes. I „the 
claimant,’ simply because he stands convicted of 
great crimes, elicits the cenerous but foolish en- 
thusiesm of many Englishmen, why should not 
Mr. Beecher provoke admiration from Ameri- 

8. although he has only been acoused? Nor 
— we forget that our own City Temple fervent- 
ly responds to Pivmouth Church. Napoleon, on 
his return, described his eagle as 0 through 
France from steeple to steeple, * i *. 
on the towers of Notre Dame. 
piuion the noble bird of American octane 
takes a longer flight—flies across — 
ocean to perch itself proudly on the tower of the 
building that overlooks the Hoiborn Viaduct.

WAS IT A FRAUD? 

Judge Blodgett gave a decision yesterday 
morning in the case of Grant, Assignee of J. 8. 
Miller, vs. Tue First National Bank of Mon- 
mouth. The suit was brought to set aside a trust- 
deed made by Miller less than four months be- 
fore his bankruptcy to the bank to secure $6,500. 
The Judge said that the question was wholly 
one of fact as to whether the bank 
knew, at the time it received the trust-deed, of 
Miller's insolvency. It appeared in evidence 
that the bank bad been dealing with Miller for a 
long time previous, that he was a farmer, re- 
puted to be wealthy, and was in tie habit of 
overdiawing his account aud then making it 
good. But, in September, 1871, having a dis- 
counted note for $4,000 at the bank, he over- 
drew bis account for $2,500, and gave a trust- 
deed to secure both claims, and the petition was 
fiiedin December following. The Judge said 
the evidence was conflicting, but, in his opinion, 
the preponderance was in favor of the position 


of the defendants, who clai that the trust- 
deed was made in g aith It was 
wou 


not likely the bank d loan to 
a man in contemplation of insolvency 
or “bankruptey, and the testimony of 
the President of the Bank, the Cashier, and 
bookkeepers, with other witnesses, combined to 
show that the bauk supposed Miller was in good 
circumstances when be made the trust-deed. A 
decree would therefore be rendered in favor of 
the defendants, and dismissing the bill.

A LIBEL sort.

The tacw 
are that a tire occurred in the tailor shop of 
Behl, No. 288 South Clark street, on the night of 
July 25, 1874. The shop was broken open 
by a policeman, and the iire extinguisbed, and 
Bell, who came along soon after, was arrested. 
On examination, however, before a Justice, he 
was discharged, the evidence showing he was in- 
nocent. The Jimes wrote the case up, accusing 
Behi of firiog his own shop, and heading the 
art.cle “‘Isaacson’s Rival,” aud Behl brought 
suit for hbel, ciaiming 620,000 damages. He 
claimed on the trial that he, as usual, left his 
lamp burning in the store on the night IB ques- 
tion; that the chimney broke, the fame fared 
up, aud the increased heat sucked the oil up — 
of the lamp and caused it to overflow. It then 
caught fire on the outside of the lamp and com- 
municated to the clothing lying on the bench, 
but was extinguished before serious damage was 
done.

TWO TO ONE, 


A Piuacky Clerk Has a Desperate Ene 
counter with Twe Beargiars—And 
Cemes Off First Best—The Butan 
Get what They Deserve from Him. 

Detroit Trtoune, July 2A. 

David Johuson, clerk in the country store of 
William Christy, in * on the corner of 
Butier avenue and the Gratiot road, which is dis- 
tant about 5 miles from the City-Hall, woke up 
at an early hour yesterday morning to the con- 
sciousuess that some one was Moving about in 
the store, directly under his room; and, arming 
himself with his revolver, crept softly down the 
back stairs. The stairs open into a long, narrow 
room back of the store, and as long as the room 
is wide, and before be had taken three steps 
from the door, some one stepped up be- 
bind bim and stiuck bim a heavy biow 
on the back of the head, which laid him 
on the floor in aninseusiblecondition. When he 
eame to he found the robber engaged in tearing 
up his shirt and stuffing it into bis mouth asa 
gag to prevent him crying out. He at onee re- 
ne ved the struggle aud exasperated the rufflan, 
who dealt him a number of severe stabs in the 
arm. Before be could inflict s fatal wound Mr. 
Jonnson caught hold of the blade with his left 
hand, while with his right he raised his revolver 
ana fired a shot upwards into the body of the 
ruftien, who was holding him down. The latter 
leaped up with acry of pain, and, after kicking 
his prostrated antagonist in the head, s for 
the door, as did also another burglar who about 
this time made bis rr Johnson, rais- 
ing up on his elbow, fired a shot at the second 
burglar, after which be fell back weak and ex- 
hausted from loss of blood. The two men, how- 
ever, did not stop, and disappeared from view in 
the darkness outside. 

In the Worning it was quite evident that both 
builets had told, and one of them perhaps fa- 
tally. There were blood marks in the yard and 
on the steps, and in the road, while the dust in 
the road was marked in a peculiar manner, indi- 
cating that the body of a man bad been — 
outside of the gate and lifted into a buggv, 
wheel-marks of which were plainly visible * 
the dust, Mr. Johnson is unable to identify any 
of his assailants. The burgiars had lif 
money-drawer out upon the counter and had 
tied up about $200 worth of dry goods, ready to 
carry off, but nothing vas stolen, owing to Soke 
son's prompt and courageous action. 

Mr. Johnson’s wounds are quite severe. In 
addition to those inflicted on his arm, his band 
was fearfully cut and gashed by his catching 
bold of the murderous dagger, and it will be 
some time before he will be able to be out again.

The failure of Duncan, SANA & Co. is 
another instance of the inevitable law that no 
bank can depart from its legitimate business 
to engage in speculation without paying the 
penalty of loss, ruin, and bankruptcy. In 
the long list of failures in all branches of 
business there are countless examples of the 
workings of this inexorable law. In the one 
case it is cotton, in another wheat, in anoth- 
sr stocks and railroad bonds, others in wild 
lands, and in almost every departure of large 
houses from legitimate trade for the purpose 
of speculation the result is failure.

A curious ect of the changeableness of 
our currency was noticed yesterday on the

ence of the news that wheat had declined 8d 
on the 100 pounds at Liverpool (which is 
equivalent to about 11 cents per bushel in 
greenbacks), there was a decline of 14 cents 
here; but the subsequent news about the 
failure of Duncan, Suzeman & Co., and the 
resultant so-called advance in gold, occa- 
sioned a rebound of 3 cents in wheat; which 
means simply that our eurrency depreciated 
more rapidly at home than the price of wheat 
did in Liverpool.

DUNOAN, SHERMAN & CO. 

The announcement of the suspension of 
Duncan, Suemman & Co. yesterday morning 
was received with the greatest astonishment 
in this city, but, for obvious reasons, it oo- 
casioned no such consternation as in New 
York City. The business of Duxcax, SHEB- 
wan & Co. in Chicago, and generally through- 
eut the West, has been confined almost en- 
tirely to the payment of drafts drawn against 
them in Europe on individual accounts. 
While the business of the house was mainly 
in foreign exchanges, they dealt very little in 
Western staples, and, from all we can learn, 
the number of their Western correspondents 
was limited, and the amount of Western moneys 
deposited with them comparatively small. It 
is not possible, therefore, that the failure of 
this house can have any direct effect upon 
the financial or commercial business of Chi- 
cago and the West. It is only the contin- 
gency, which dog; not yet appear imminent, 
that Duncan, SuHenman & Co. may carry down 
with them other New York banking houses 
that causes any special uneasiness hereabouts. 
There are no grounds, however, for appre- 
bending anything like a general panic, be- 
cause there is no special condition that ad- 
mits of such a result. As to the failures re- 
sulting from the panic of 1873, the losses 
have been paid by those able to pay, and dis- 
counted and settled in one way or another in 
the cases of those not able to pay. All busi- 
ness men have been sailing well ballasted and 
as closely as possible to the shore for the last 
two years, and cannot be seriously endangered 
by any financial squalls. 

The failure has excited much attention on 
account of the previous standing of the house, 
the character of its business, and the difficul- 
ty of suggesting any exciting cause at this 
particular,time. It seems to be clear enough, 
however, when the explanation comes. 
Messrs. Duncan, SMAX & Co. have, like a 
good many other large bankers in New York, 
Boston, and Philadelphia, been carrying a 
considerable amount of suspended paper 
since the panic. This has rendered them less 


resources than would ordinarily have been 
the case. The pressure came in the 
decided decline in cotton which bas 
been going on for some weeks. The 
evidences of the large cotton crop have 
been felt in this city for three or four weeks 
by the increased orders for meats and lard 
on account of thé South. The prospects of a 
large cotton crop have depreciated the prices 
and caused the house large losses. The 
domestic business of Duncan, Sarrman & 
Co. has been mainly with the South, and 
their advances on cotton have been very 
heavy. It is also hinted that they have them- 
selves speculated in cotton; but this would 
naturally be suggested under the circum- 
stances, and is not necessary to account for 
their suspension. The fact that they have 
drawn largely against cotton in the face of a 
declining market, in connection with the sus- 
pended paper they were carrying, is sufficient 
to explain it; but if they have been speculat- 
ing in cotton, as rumored, the cause of failure 
is made more intelligible. 

The liabilities of the firm are stated at 
$6,000,000, about half of which is reported 
to be due abroad. The indications are that 
the assets will fall far short of this 
amount; just how much it is not yet possi- 
ble to tell. It is said that the firm might 
have bridged over their difficulties for the 
present by straining their excellent credit, 
but that Mr. Dunoan decided it to be better 
to have a settlement now than run the risk 
of becoming more seriously involved. In 
view of the continued decline in cotton, this 
decision seems to have been wise. 

Duncan, Suzrmman& Co. have occupied a 
leading position in New York for twenty-five 
years, and have been regarded as among the 
most conservative institutions in the 
country. Their business in some re- 
spects has been similar in character to 
that of the Brown Brothers, and a good 
deal of inconvenience and loss may be felt by 
European tourists who are traveling on let- 
ters of credit issued by them. The settle- 
ment of their affairs has been assigned to the 
Hon. WILLIAM D. Surman, ex-Judge of the 
United States Court. Great sympathy will 
be felt for Mr. WAA Burn Duncan, the 
senior member of the firm, who has been a 
liberal patron of the arts and has held a 
high social position in New York. It was Mr. 
Duncan who advanced Mr. Frourer the 
money to build the Lyceum Theatre in New 
York, which will probably be found among 
his personal assets. The firm have also been 
large negotiators of municipal bonds, and 
placed the last loan made by Chicago before 
the constitutional prohibition went into ef- 
fect, which amounted to $3,000,000. They 
have also negotiated most of the temporary 
loans for this city. 

OUR SCARED CURRENCY. 

The failure yesterday morning of the 
house of Duncan, Suzxrman & Co. had an 
iastantaneous.effect upon the value of green- 
backs. The price of greenbacks fell from 80 
cents to 834, and so exeited and agitated was 
the market that the gold-room was closed, be- 
ing unfit to do business. It is one of the 
anomalies of the American irredeemable 
greenback that it has no intrinsic value, that 
its value is purely speculative, and that conse- 
quently it is exposed to all the fluctuations 
which affect speculations, But what an incon- 
sistency that the money of the United 
States should fall 6 cents on the dollar upon 
news that a private banking-house had closed 
its doors! There was no possible connection 
between Dunoax, Sunna & Co. and the

many has a paper currency; France, and 
even little Belgium and Switz:erland, have issues 
of paper; but the value of this paper money 
is not dependent upon the solvency of any 
speculator or banker in thecountry. In 1872 
there wasa general commercial panic through- 
out Germany, caused by the collapse of vari- 
ous wild and reckless speculations. It was 
general through Germany and very disas- 
trous, but it never affected the value of the 
currency, and it never put: it on the market 
to be sold for what it would bring. The cur- 
reney of Germany remainecl unchanged of 
the full value of gold all through 
the panic. Such a taing as the 
“money” of the country rising and 
falling in value, as compared with gold, day 
after day, was unknown. 80 in France and 


Belgium. In England, since May last, theres 


has been a regular succession of failures,—the 
aggregate reaching nearly, if not quite, to a 
hundred millions of dollars. But the paper 
money in the country was not disturbed; 
its value did not depreciate; it was not sold 
at a discount, and its holders were not so 
panic-stricken as to be unable to do 
business. The crush of banks, the ex- 
plosion of companies, the falli ag of mercan- 
tile firms, in nowise affected iis value, which 
remained firm and fixed, and the Bank of En- 
gland, even in the surrounding panic, re- 
duced its rate of discount to 3 per cent. 

How is it in the Unit H State 3, Austria, and 
Italy, where they have Goverument paper 
stamped as money and made a legal tender? 
There the money changes id value with 
every change of the wind; the currency, being 
a purely speculative commodity, is threaten- 
ed with everything that disturbs the specula- 
tive market. No man knows at night how 
much the currency he holds will be worth in 
the morning, and the closing of @ cotton-mill 
or of a banking-house will cari? consterna- 
tion among the dealers and holders of the 
Government paper money. Thi? reason for 
this difference is that the paper money of En- 
gland, Belgium, and Germany is not issued 
by the Government, and does not rest 
upon the ideal “faith and resources 
of the nation, but is protected and 
maintained as a business by private 
capital, and is of necessity redeemable on 
demand. The paper money of the United 
States, and of Austria and Italy, is issued by 
the Governments of those countries; is not 
protected and maintained by any capital 
whatever; is redeemable at no time and 
place; and has no value save wha’ the street 
brokers will give for it as a matter of specu- 
lation in selling it again. It ranits like Jay 
Cooxz's guaranteed bonds, Tom Scorr's Con- 
struction Company's expectant suidsidies, or 
any other paper or promise-to-pay money, 
for which there is no money or security ex- 
isting. Being purely speculative, it is sub- 
jected to the hourly fears, perils, aum dangers 
which attend all securities which have no 
fixed or certain values, and which are bought 
and sold on chance. 
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THE COUNTY TREASURER’S (ORES. 
And now comes Mr. Jacon Ran and says 


that he is nota candidate for the office of 
County Treasurer against Mr. A. C. Hxsine 
or any other man, whereat theiw will be 
weeping and wailing among the widows and 
orphans, at the House of the Good Shepherd, 
in the Home of the Friendless, and the 
Homes of the Old Ladies, the Erring Women, 
and the Foundlings,—all of whom expected 
to obtain their share of the salary, interest, 
and perquisites attached to the office, which 
Reem was going to divide among tliem. And 
also comes Burrato” MLR and affirms sol- 
emnly and sacredly that the aforesaid Rerum 
will not be a candidate, the whole thing be- 
ing a job put up on him (Burra.e) simply be- 
cause he failed to keep the “‘ corks in his 
pocket,” and for once was caught without 
vouchers. 

The way that Bwrraro got caught without 
his vouchers was something like this: Strol- 
ling about as buffaloes do, he fell in with 
Reem and the Mayor, and purely in the way 
of social recreation, after dropping into Ald 
Fotur's, the four found themselves in a 
private room at the Pacific, where the 
champagne was ordered by the Burrato 
aforesaid, and the conversation naturally 
turned upon the County Treasurership. Bur- 
rato, being the host of course, had to attend 
to the wine, and when he has a duty of this 
kind to perform he says he usually keeps the 
corks in his pocket, because wine-venders 
sometimes have an unpleasant habit of 
charging for more bottles than there are 
corks. Having the corks by him, however, 
he has a check and safeguard against the 
corrupt schemes of the publican, and can 
crushingly overwhelm him by producing the 
corks, Upon this unfortunate occasion, how- 
ever, Burra.o forgot to take his customary 
precaution, and it resulted in disaster, The 
conversation grew very animated, and, as it 
grew, the waiter was kept in constant motion 
between the trio and the wine-cellar. The 
result of all this was, that, when the 
reporters captured Burra.to, he was witb- 
out the corks in his pocket, and 
consequently could not ramember cor- 
rectly. Rum could not remecaber ry well 
either. Whether the Mayor could remember 
is what no fellow can ind out, as So nnn 
says, because no fellow sounded him. Out 
of this memorial muddle came the announce- 
ment that Rexam was a candidate for the 
County Treasurership, and the jubilation in 
all the homes and hospitals when the news 
reached them that they were to divide equal- 
ly in the emoluments.

THE GAGE CASE. 

The opinion of Judge Boorn in the case of 
ex-City Treasurer Davin A, Gace and his offi- 
cial sureties was conspicuous for the care 
which he seems to have given to the matter, 
and the particularity with which he examined 
all the points of the defense. These points 
were : 

1. That, after the bond was signed in 1872, 
the Common Council of the City of Chicago, 
without the knowledge of the securities, au- 
thorized and permitted the City Treasurer to 
loan and deposit the funds theh in his hands 
to and with such banks or persons as he might 
select, without requiring any bond from such 
banks or persons, and that Gace thus author- 
ized did loan the publio money, and the city 
received interest thereon, and that the 
money thus loaned was lost through the 
authorized loaning thereof by the Treasurer. 
This plea necessitated a review of the whole 
history of the legislation by the Common 
Council on the subject, and the learned 
Judge, after a patient investigation, reached 
the conclusion that the Common Council did 
not, and could not legally, delegate their 
powers to the Treasurer to loan the public 
funds; that, having no authority to delegate 
power in advance, they had no authority to 
ratify the illegal act subsequently. 

2. That the misapplication of funds oc- 
curred during the first term of Mr. Gan, 
and not in the second term, for which the 
bond covered by this suit was given. This 
the Court overrules on the ground that the 
Treasurer and his securities are denied making 
such a defense against his official and sworn 
statements that, at the beginning and during 
his second term, he held the money in his 
hands which he subsequently failed to pay 
over. 

8. That the city at the time of Gaar’s elec- 
tion to the second term was aware that he 
was a defaulter(?), and the sureties did not, 
and that to take a bond from them under such 
circumstances was a legal fraud. The Court 
held that in a case where the bond was given 
to a City Government this rule did not apply. 
It was the duty of the sureties to examine 
and aseertain whether the person upon whose 
bond they were about attaching their names 
was a defaulter or not. They assumed the 
risk and must take the consequences. 

These are substantially the legal defenses. 
Of the facts there is no dispute. The decis- 
ion of Judge Boorn therefore entitles the 
city to a judgment, but the case will probably 
be taken to the Supreme Court, to gain time, 
if for no other reason. The city has the as- 
signment of the property of Mr. Gacz and 
the responsibility of the bond, and it is pos- 
sible, in case Judge Booru be sustained, that 
ultimately the city may receive a large por- 
tion, if not all, of the defalcation. 


PLIMSOLL’S VICTORY. 

The victory which Mr. PIs, member 
of Parliament, has gained over the Dana 
Government is a victory of humanity and 
philanthropy in the interests of the toilers of 
the sea. Unlike most other members of Par- 
liament, Mr. Pork is a man with a mis- 
sion in life, and he has given his life to that 
mission with so much of patience, assiduity, 
and determination as to earn in some quar- 
ters the charge of being a lunatic, and in 
others the stigma of being a man with a hob- 
by, with all the ridicule and reproach that 
anch a stigma implies. Mr. Porz is a 
coal merchant, and for years has had dealings 
with ships and sailors, and in the course of 
these dealings he made the discovery that 
the English vessel-owners were building un- 
seaworthy ships, particularly the much- 
vaunted iron steamers, and that these vessel- 
owners were sending overloaded and rotten 
hulks to sea and exposing the lives 
of the sailors in every storm that 
overtook them. When Mr. PASCAL exam- 
ined the statistics, he found that the facts 
more than sustained his theories, that the 


human life was so great as to be criminal. 
He thereupon bent all his energies to produce 
areform, and at once encountered the fiercest 
opposition in the shape of commercial greed. 
The English ship-owners, who constitute a 
powerful element in Parliament, arrayed 
themselves solidly against him. Undaunted 
by this combination of selfishness, he com- 
menced his campaign. He filled the papers 
with communications. He issued circulars 
setting forth indisputable facts. He was re- 
elected to Parliament upon the issue, and in 
Parliament he devoted himself solely to this 
subject. Gradually he rallied friends about 
him and was no longer single-handed. He 
organized an opposition, and a Merchants’ 
Shipping bill was introduced, which made a 
nucleus of action around which to rally. 
Upon this philanthropic measure the contest 
began, and Mr. Paso has held Parlia- 
ment to its consideration with such courage 
and tenacity of purpose, and attacked the 
ship-builders and owners with such energy 
and directness, that at last the opposition be- 
came a personal one, and the ship-owners, 
instead of seeking to crush the bill, sought 
to crush Puosonn. When at last the En- 
lish people began to rally about PoLL, 
and words of encouragement came pouring 
in from other countries, DALI, on behalf 
of the Government, sought to end the con- 
test at once by announcing that the Gov- 
ernment had abandoned the bill for 
the session. The Premier, however, mis- 
calculated the effect of this attempted 
gag.

appalling, and that the annual sacrifice of 


Board of Trade, will introduce to-day another 
bill further empowering the Board to pre- 
vent unseaworthy ships from sailing. 

The result is a splendid moral victory, and 
shows how much one man, possessed of cour- 
age and determination, may accomplish 
against a powerful Government and a power- 
ful commercial combination. There can be 
no doubt that he has won this victory be- 
cause he had the right on his side and was 

to be howled down by personal epithets 
or intimidated by threats. That he had the 
right on his side, a few facts will show. In 
1874, England, with the largest iron fleet of 
any nation, lost 44 per cent of all her ves- 
sels. During seven months of the present 
year, fourteen oceau-going steamers have 
been lost, and of these ten were English, and 
nearly all of them were built of iron. These 
fourteen steamer disasters have involved a 
loss of 882 lives, and 730 of these were lost 
on English steamers. How are these steam- 
ers built? A Boston ship-owner, now in Eu- 
rope, who has been visiting the ship-building 
yards in England, writes: 

Ail the sheets of iron are punched through te make 
holes for riveta along the sides and ends. Every 
punched piece that I picked up was thoroughly 
shivered—disintegrated; and I examined hundreda, 
not one but was cracked and broken. Then I examined 
the holes. Not s single edge could I see that was per- 
fect. All were ragged, broken, disintegrated. These 
sheets of iron, when placed upon the ship to be bolted 
together, presented a queer sight tome, Some of the 
holes matched each other, but a great many did not. 
Some came so far out of line they had to be made larger 
on the inside lap, thus leaving the hole in the inside 
plate only partly filled by the rivet, while into other 
holes not so much out of place were driven the bolts 
by twisting and turning, and being pinched smaller by 
the unmatched edges of the holes. Many of these 
bolts or mvete are made, in the centre of them, only 
half the size of the originals, Should 3 strain come 
upon such parts they would give way—tear like browu 
paper! 

That sailing vessels are not constructed any 
more securely may be inferred from the fol- 
lowing extract from the same letter, as well 
as from the fearful list of disasters recorded : 

I examined some sailing ships which were building, 
in which there was tobe but plaster in the bottom, 
filling it up tothe bottom of the keelson—*“ in order 
to keep the water from settling there "—so they told 
me! I could scarcely believe my eyes or ears, and felt 
for some time that I onght not to speak of these 
things, fearing that I might have been dreaming only. 

There is no friend of humanity who will 
not congratulate Mr. Plus, on his mag- 
nificent contest and rejoice at the victory he 
has obtained. It would be a blessing to 
mankind if the world had more such luna- 
tics,”—-more such men of a mad- 
ness,” the worst manif ions of which are 
a regard for the sacredness of human life, and 
the courageous determination that it shall be 
preserved from the danger of rotten ships, 
and that commercial greed shall no longer 
endanger the lives of sailors by placing them 
upon unseaworthy and overloaded vessels.

THE AMERICAN RAILROADS. 

Poor's excellent and comprehensive Rail- 
road Manual for 1875, which brings the sta- 
tistics of the railroads of the United States 
down to the close of 1874, has been issued, 
and is replete with information. This pub- 
lication is improving annually, and is cer- 
tainly a most valuable one. It is becoming a 
standard authority, and has its matter well 
and conveniently arranged. It is unnecessary 
to say that the volume is increasing in size. 

At the close of 1874 there had been con- 
structed ia the United States and Territories 
72,623 miles of railway, of which 1,940 were 
constructed in 1874. Of the aggregate rail- 
roads, Illinois had 6,759 miles, Pennsylvania 
5,687, New York 5,250, Ohio 4,398, or to- 
gether 22,064 miles. Poor gives reports of 
the business of 69,273 miles of railways in 
1874, with the following general results :

The net earnings for 1874 were $6,000,000 
greater than in 1878. The tonnage moved 
was greater, but the rates received were less. 
The cost of operating was so much reduced 
as to cover the falling-off in receipts and 
leave a surplus net earning as stated.

Taking everything together, the Board of 
County Commissioners has perhaps done as 
well as could be expected with reference to 
the new Court-House. As it is uncertain 
that the Rings of the County Board and the 
Common Council can ever arrange their di- 
visions and percentages satisfactorily, the 
County Ring ought not to wait longer, but 
proceed at once to get its share of the plun- 
der.

Her present release is supposed to be final, the 
bail being fixed at s nominal figure, and ber 
counsel baving assurances that the prosecution 
will drop. Mrs. Menrican wae charged with 
the murder of ber dearest friend, a companion 
at the convent where she was educated, 
and an intimate acquaintance in ter- 
Mies Hum, the woman sup- 
posed to have been murdered, imberited 
a fortune soon after leaving school, 
by this means was evabled to occupv a station in 
life superior to ber friend. The theory of the 
prosecution was tbat Mrs. Manta envied the 
good fortune of her friend, bated her for it, and 
compassed her death merely to satisfy low feel- 
ings of jealousy and revenge. Miss Hum fre- 
quently visited Mrs. Mzprican, and it was on 
ove of these occasions that the death took place. 
Both women were superstitious. They consulted 
fortune-tellers together; and the theory of the 
defeuse is, that the rehearsal of one of these 
fortune-telling experiences caused the death of 
Miss Hau. The story is, that Mrs. Mann- 
GaN had placed Mies Haun on a chair for the 
purpose of measuring her neck, waist, and feet. 
While the operation was in progress, Mrs. Men- 
dax was called away. She had previously 
placed a clothés-line about Miss HamILy’s veck, 
and thrown the end over the door of 
the bed-chamber, to get it out of 
the way. As Mrs. Meariaan passed from the 
room, she ciosed the door after her. She re- 
turned soon afterwards, only to find that Mias 
Hamm. had been strangled in her absence, hav- 
ing presumably stepped from the chair on which 
she was standing, without reflecting that the 
rope about her neck was fastened at the other 
end. The defense appears to be lame in many 
respects, but it must be remembered that it bas 
been sufficient to secure the disagreement of 
jwo juries; and it is said Mrs. Meraican’s coun- 
sel are fully convinced of her innocence, 
Gurporp, printer. Roman Catholic, citizen of 
Montreal, did not attract much attention when 
be was alive, but Gursorp dead has con vulsed a 
good part of Canada, bas been before the En- 
glish Privy Council, and is now the subject of 
angry debate in Montreal. During his life he 
was a member of the Canadian Institate, a lit- 
erary society which was under the priestly ban 
because its library contained some heretical 
books. After be died, a certain priest, Father 
Rovsse.ot, refused to let him be buried in con- 
secrated ground. The Institute decided to make 
this a test-case. Lawyers were retained, and 
the suit was brought which ended, after five 
years’ litigation, in the English Privy Council. 
The latter decided that consecrated ground must 
be opened to receive the contumacious Gurporp. 
But Father Rovssztor says that this 
shall not be; that the civil courts have no juris- 
diction; aud that people who don't agree with 
him bad better get out of the Church before 
they are put out,—or words to that effect. He 
has seornfully rejected a proposition to compro- 
mise the matter by quietly burviug Guizorp in 
the latter’s family lot, before the decision of the 
Privy Council should be formally an2ounced to 
him. The dead man has been resting in uncon- 
secrated ground, doubtless without knowing the 
difference, for five years and a half, but the law 
will now Lave to enforce his rights and remove 
his remains. But, as the Gazelle grimly sug- 
gests, as the priest controls his fate in the 
next world, Father Rovsse.or will have satisfac- 
tion out of him in purgatory.”

Sr. Fabr., Minn., July N. - -News is received 
in this city that a mixed train on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, consisting of twenty-two cars, 
went through a bridge across the Mississippi 
River at Brainerd this morning, Killing seven 
persons. The bridge is about 80 feet high. It 
is impoesible to obtain to-night full particulars 
of the bridge accident at Brainerd, the 
telegraph office there being controlled by 
the RailroadCompany. The bridge was 
built by Canda 4 Co., contractors, of 
Chicago, under the supervision of Northern 
Pacific engineers. The approaches consisted of 
a short trestle and 40-feet spans, The bridge 
proper consisted of three spans, each about 1 
feet, of Howe trusses. On the two shore spans 
the track was laia on the deck, and on the middle 
span laid over the lower cord. The height 
above waver was not exceeding 60 feet. It was 
substantially built, and considered good for six 
times the weight ever hkely to be taken over it. 
The engineers who supervised the building cau- 
not conceive how the bridge couid have been 
broken by the weight, or ian any manner, except 
by the train leaving the track. Rumors prevail, 
however, of the piers being weakened by the 
late fi The number killed is understood to 
be seven, and the number wounded eight.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION IN A MINE.

Pirrssvure, July 27.—A portion of the roof of 
a chamber in shaft No. 2 of the Pennsylvania 
Gas Company's mines at Irwin Station, West- 
moreland County, fell this morning, at once 
freeing the gas and causing a terrible explosion 
in the mine. The works are situated on the line 
of the Peunsylvania Railroad, about 20 miles 
from this city. At the time of the explosion 
there were about 150 miners in the shaft, who 
were at once cut off from pure air. The citizens 
of the village, as soon as the news spread, re- 
paired to the scene and fell to work to res- 
cue those in the shaft. The great- 
est excitement prevailed. Mothers went out 
searching for sous. sisters for brothers, wives 
for husvands, all anxious to gain tidinge of their 
loved ones, down 90 feet below the earth ina 
burumg mine. It may seem remarkable, but 
only one man was burned to death and five 
others badiy ourued. one of them dangerously. 
Superbuman efforts were made to rescue the un- 
fortunate men. As each seuselees form wouid 
be rescued from the pit, physicians were on 
band with restoratives to bring them back to 
consciousness. Relatives and crowds were kept 
back as far as possible in order that the work of 
— the men might not be retarded. The 
mau killed was named John Humpbries. He 
leaves a wife and family. The damage done was 
light, as the fire was fortunately quickly put cut. 


DAMAGE CAUSED BY WATERSPOUTS, 
Special Dispatch o The Chionao Tribune. 

Bioomineton, III., July 27.—The water-sponts 
seen to the vorth of the city prove to have been 
realities indeed. In sections northwest and 
north of Bloomington they did great damage to 
corn-fields, throngh which they cut a swath, and 
in fields in which harvested grain was standing 
in shock.

Formerly the 
Missouri Pacific carried the bulk of the Califor- 
nia traffic, and now that it was trausferred to 
the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern it had to 
look out for other connections to reach the far 
West, as it could vo longer take its through 
traffic over the Kansas Pacific. Jt there- 
fore turned an eye toward the Atchison, 
Topeka 4 Santa Fe Railroad, with 
which it made arrangements carrym 
its through traffic as soon as compl 
to Kansas City, What the next move of Mr. 
Gould will be to drive the Missouri Pacific to the 
wall and thus secure a N the St. Louis 
trale to Omaha is hard to tell, but his action in 
ordering that the coupon tickets be thrown out 
from the offices on the lime of the road shows 
that the fight will be a fierce one. Several roads, 
and among them the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa- 
cific, are now extending their lines. to Kaveas 
City, 80 as to be enabled to take part in the con- 
fliet. This war will work very detrimentally to 
the Iowa i lines which lead from this city to 
Omaha. It will be impossible for them to main- 
tain rates to Missouri River points when the 
lines from St. Louis and other Wescern cities are 
cutting them down as low as possible.

There has been an Occasional purchase of a draft 
drawn on Duncan, Sherman & Co., but the total of all 
the dealings in the West with the firm, beyond those 
of travelers who hold their letters of credit and those 
of a municipal character, will amount to but a few 
thousand dollars. The house has been financial 
agent for the City of Chicago and the State of Iili- 
nois, It was through them that the loan of $3,000,000 
to Chicago was negotisted in 1670. The house was a 
favorite agency for the payment of interest by Western 
municipalities on their bonds and other indebtedness, 
We understand that the City of Chicago has no balance 
with them, as the last loan was negotiated by Comp- 
troller Hayes through the American Exchange Nation- 
al Bank of New York. 

Tbe failure was first announced by the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Company's wires as that of “a large 
cotton house,” and it is really in this aspect that the 
‘guspension is to be regarded, as to its immediate 
causes, There is more than good reason to believe 
that the house has been struggling with adverse cir- 
cumstances for several years, and their embarrass- 
ments began with the panic, This is the meaning of 
the reference in the dispatcbes to the sto: k they hold 
of dubious value. William Butler Duncan was the 
President of the New York Viaduct Company that was 
started to settle the rapid transit question of New 
York. The firm held-some of that Company's stock. 
Like most of the New York banking houses, it had 
other railroad stocks that have hardly been recognizs- 
ble assets since the panic. But it was as “a cotton 
house” that it finally failed. The history of banking 
ie strewn with the wrecks of bankers who have at- 


f 


_ tempted to join a commercial business to banking. 


The combination is one that is opposed to all sound 
principles of business, and always has ended in disas- 
ter, and always will, Dancan, Sherman & Co. 
mot only bought and sold cotton bills large- 
ly like other banking houses, but dealt 
heavily in cotton directly, Had they confined them- 
selves to the former operations the recent heavy de- 
cline in cotton could not have affected them so serious- 
I, for a margin is always reserved in drawing against 
cotton, just as in drawing against wheat. But in mak- 
ing ventures on their own account, or for customers, 
like Alexander Collie & Co., of Manchester, they 
brought all the loss upon themselves, They had a 
branch house in New Orleans, that confined itself to 
cotton, doing no banking business, In the New York 
office samples of cotton were displayed in the manner 
of the regular cotton dealers. We know one bavking 
‘house that curtailed its dealings with Duncan, Sher- 
man & Co. on becoming aware of this characteristic 
of their business. The firm that took this step showed 
that their knowledge of banking was good just at the 
point where Duncan, Sherman & Co. were deficient. 
When batkers attempt to do a commercial busi- 
ness for themselves or others they 
ought to break down, No failures can be 
regarded as unfortunate that teach this lesson, 
All the commercial and industrial interests of the coun- 
try are dependent for their safety upon the discretion 
and fidelity with which bankers administer their 
trusts, So long as this is the case, bankers must con- 
fine themselves to legitimate banking, and if some per- 
sist in viola ing this rule they must be taught it by 
' vigorous adversity. 

Duncan, Sherman & Co. must have been m bad con- 
dition for some time, If their capital uad not previ- 
ously been impared, they would have found no diffi- 
culty in procuring assistance to tide over their losses 
in cotton, A house that stood {so high in the com- 
munity could not go down so suddenly without endan- 
gering wider interests. Their associates in the New

Within a few 
outs of that time the market had broken, and the 
margins were all swept into the maw of the demon of 
speculation, Thisseemed to satisfy the Chicago men.

They lost heavily by buying 
at the top, and thought to recover their losses by 
operating on the bear side.

Europe due to large speculative purchases, We indi- 
cated about a week ago that it was more than probable 
the Greek corn “ merchanta had taken the cream 
out of the dairy before the general trade had awakened 
up to the tact that the Greek’s were operat- 
ing, and it now looks as if that view was 
correct. Of course this does not show that 
there was no ground for an advance in Europe and 
America, It only shows that the thing was overdone.

It may, in fact, be safely estimated that not 
far short of 6,000,000 bu will be received in Chicago and 
Milwaukee on the wheat of the current year over and 
above the amount which seemed probable less than 
three months ago. 

The leading produce markets were excited yester- 
day and again variable, but prices did not oscillate 
between such remote extremes as heretofore, The 
markets were really steadier, though the feeling was 
very much unsettled, To the reports of depression in 
Liverpool and excitement in New York were. added 
large receipts of wheat and corn and threatenings of 
stormy weather, which became facts as the day pro- 
greased, The shipping movement was, however, more 
active, and freights were firm in consequence, 3c 
being freely paid on corn to Buffalo by sail, and 34@ 
we on wheat to do, 

There was no perceptible change in the course of the 
dry-goods market. Extreme quiet prevails in mest 
departments, while activity is apparentin none, The 
dullness, however, is not unusual for the season, and 
the tenor of prices continues steady. The grocery 
trade was only ‘moderately active. Orders from the 
interior made avery respectable aggregate, but the 
ralu-storm checked local business, and the volume of 
sales, comparatively, was light, «Prices remain steady 
and firm for most lines, and, with the exception of a 
decline in cloves and pepper; were without quotable 
change. There was a moderate business doing in 
dried fruits at fully sustained prices all around, while 
prunes and currants were held a shade higher. 
Canned goods were quiet, and for peaches 
and raspberries lower quotations were given. 
Salmon and oysters are advancing. Fish were in good 
demand at fully late prices. The butter and cheese 
markets were without important change, the former 
continuing firm, and the latter still showing weakness, 
Prices of bagging, leather, coal, and wood were the 
same as for a number of days previous. The oil 
market was dull at former quotations. Fein and 
colors met with a light inquiry, and were easy. To- 
bacco is dull, and is not as firmly held. 

Lumber was quiet yesterday, owing to the rain, 
which interfered with outdoor work for the day, A 
few cargoes were sold, and the usual number of. coun- 
try ordefs were received and booked at the yards, 
prices everywhere ruling the same as hitherto, Hard- 
ware, metals, and nails were quiet, but not unusually 
so for midsummer, The prospect of abundant 
crops throughout the Northwest encourages 
merchants in the belief that the fall busi- 
ness will be exceptionally large and prosperous, 
Prices for metals and all other articles in the list are 
unaltered, and there are no indications of s change at 
present, The wool market continues dulland easy, 
Wool is moving out of the West, but a good deal of it 
is consigned to Eastern brokers, instead of local deal- 
ers, as has been the custom im ordinary eewons, 
Broom-corn remains quiet, Seeds were neglected, ex- 
cepting timothy, which was wanted to 611 orders, and 
sold at easier prices. Hides and hops were quiet. 
Vegetables and green fruits were dull and easy,

Like most of the New York banking houses, it bad 

other railroad stocks that have hardly been recogniza- 

bie asbets since the panic. But it was as “a cotton 
house” that it finally failed. The history of banking 
ig strewn. with the wrecks of bankers who have at- 
tempted to join s commercial business to banking. 

The combination is one that is opposed to all sound 

principles of business, and always has ended in disas- 

ter, and always will, Duncan, Sherman & Co. 
not only bougkt and sold cotton bills large- 
houses, but dealt 

Had they confined them- 

Selves to the former operations the recent heavy de- 

cline in cotton could not have affected them so serious- 
V, for a margin is always reserved in drawing against 

cotton, just as in drawing against wheat, But in mak- 
ing ventures on their own account, or for customers, 
like Alexander Collie & Oo., of Manchester, they 
brought all the loss upon themselves, They had a 
branch house in New Orleans, that confined itself to. 
cotton, doing no banking business, In the New York 

Office samples of cotton were displayed in the manuer 
et the regular cotton dealers. We know one banking 

house that curtailed its dealings with Duncan, Sher- 

man & Co. on becoming aware of this characteristic 
of their business. The firm that took this step showed 
that their knowledge of banking was good just at the 
point where Dundan, Sherman & Co. were deficient. 

When bankers attempt to do s commercial busi- 

ness for themselves or others they 

ought to break down, No failures can be 

regarded as unfortunate that teach this lesson. 
. All the’commercial and industrial interests of the coun- 
try are dependent for their safety upon the discretion 
and fidelity with which bankers admimster their 
trusta. 80 long as this is the case, bankers must con- 
fine themselves to legitimate banking, and if some per- 
sist in vida ing this rule they must be taught is by 
rigorous adversity. 

Duncan, Sherman & Co. must have been m bad con- 
@ition for some time, If their capital bad not previ- 
ously been impared, they would have found no dif- 
sistance to tide over their losses 
d that stood ‘so high in the com- 
jo down so suddenly without endan- 
iets, Their aesociates in the New 


‘ing, have belped them through any temporary 

trouble. No sudden contingency of legitimate bank- 
ing would have been allowed to overcome them, and 
bring distrust upon the banks. generally. That Mr. 
Duncan was unsuccessful in the efforts he w un- 
mounced to have made to repair his capital is conclu- 
sive evidence that the real difficulty lay back of the 
cotton losses of his house. It was rotten with older 
wsses. 

This failure, in brief, is the consequence, long defer- 
red, first, of the panic of 1873, and, last, of illegitimate 
banking. There wis nothing in the present condition 
of business to cause the collapse. Other banks will 
‘mot be affected. Buriness has nothing to fear from it. 
It is not a symptom of anything but itself. Surpris- 
ing as it ig that the honored house of Duncan, Sher- 
man & Co. should be found in such a pass, it is evident 
that their failure belongs to the same category of bank- 
ing disasters as taat of B. F. Allen and the Cook 
County National Bank.

Europe due to large speculative purchases, We indi- 
cated about a weck ago that it was more than probabie 
the Greek “corn” merchants had taken the cream 
out of the dairy before the general trade had swakened 
up to the fact that the Greek’s were operat- 
ing, and it now looks as if that view was 
correct. Of course this does not show that 
there was no ground for an advance in Europe and 
America, It only shows that the thing was overdone. 
The advance of nearly 30c per be in currency was too 
much. But if tne half of that advance can be sus- 
tained it will make an immense difference to the North- 
west, and to Chicago as the focus of that region. It is 
not improbable that Europe will be glad to take all the 
breadstuffs we may have to spare at much better prices 
than those predicated bythe bears last winter and 
spring. It may, in fact, be safely estimated that not 
far short of 6,000,000 bu will be received in Chicago and 
Milwaukee om the wheat of the current year over and 
above the amount which seemed probable less than 
three months ago. 

The leading produce markets were excited yester- 
day and again variable, but prices did not oscillate 
between such remote extremes as heretofore, The 
markets were really steadier, though the feeling was 
very much uiisettled, To the reports of depression in 
Liverpool and excitement in New York were added 
large receipts of wheat and corn and threatenings of 
stormy weather, which became facts as the day pro- 
greased, The shipping movement was, however, more 
active, and freights were firm in consequence, 3c 
being freely paid on corn to Buffalo by sail, and 34@ 
e on wheat to do, 

There was no perceptible change in the course of the 
dry-goods market. Extreme quiet prevails in mest 
departments, while activity is apparent in none, The 
dullness, however, is not unusual for the season, and 
the tenor of prices continues steady, The grocery 
trade was only moderately active. Orders from the 
interior made a very respectable aggregate, but the 
rain-storm checked local business, and the volume of 
sales, comparatively, was light, Prices remain steady 
and firm for most lines, and, with the exception of a 
decline in cloves and pepper, were without quotable 
change. There was a moderate business doing in 
dried fruits at fully sustained prices all around, while 
prunes and currants were held a shade higher. 
Canned goods were quiet, and for peaches 
and raspberries lower quotations ‘Were given. 
Salmon and oysters are advancing, Fish were in good 
demand at fully late prices. The butter and cheese 
markets were without important change, the former 
continuing firm, and the latter still showing weakness, 
Prices of bagging, leather, coal, and wood were the 
same as for a number of days previous, The oil 
market was dull at former quotations.

HISTORY OF INFLATION, 


The System Fully Tried and Found 
Wanting. 
Cincinnati Commercial, July 24. 
THE CONFEDERATE CURRENCY. 
The latest conspicuous example of the prac- 


tical effects of the inflation theory of paying 


debts and making everybody rich is furnished 
in the history of the curren¢y of the late Con- 
federate States. The eleven States which went 
into the Rebellion in 1861 weredetermined, ambi- 
tious, and rich in material resources. They heid 
a monopoly of the cotton products, supplying 
one of the necessary stapies of life used for the 
clothing of the peovle of all climates. They 
bad a great territorial domain, numbering 
eleven States, with between 9,000,000 aud 
10,000,000 of people, and numbering 
750,000 square miles of territory. Their soil was 
rich, fertile, productive. and almost isexhausti- 
ble. They had the active symoathy and material 
aid of some of the most powertul of foreign 
governments, and a measurable degree of nuity 
and active co-operation at home. Their chances 
of success in maintaining their secession aud in- 
dependence were at least equal, if not superior, 
to those of the American colonies, who declared 
their separation from Great Britain in 1776. 

Yet, with all these advantages, with the im- 
mense security of all their possessions, and the 
accumulation of several years’ cotton crop, which 
would be avaifable to meet their obligations 
whenever the blockade of their ports was raised, 
the Confederate currency, based apon the 
faith of the Confederate Government 
aud the property of the Confederate 
States, went from near par in 1861 to 2 cents 
on the dollar in 1864, and, finaily, like the Con- 
tinental currency and the French assignats, suak 
completely out of sight. The plain reason for 
this decline and fall of the currency of the Con- 
federate States was that no adequate provision 
was made for its redemption. 

The first emission of paper authorized by the 
Confederate Congress was au issue of Tieasury 
notes to the amount of $1,000,000, to run one 
year, and tobe not less than $50 face value. 
This acs was dated at Montgomery, Ala., March 
9, 1861, and the paper bills were engraved 
by the National Bank Note Company of 
New York, which afterward got itself into some 
trouble by aitempting to do business for two 
Governments at once, within the United 
States. Two months later. on the lé6th of 
May, 1861, the Confederate Congress at Moni- 
gomerv passed another act, autboriziog an issue

export duties.” The notes of the denomination 
of $100 and of $50 bore a maddy and sickiv-look- 
ing effigy of Wasbingiov. Tue twenties were 
ornamented with a hideous looking device of an 
Iudian leaning ov a tobacco hogshead, aud smok- 
ing a pipe of tobacco. 

Ri these second issues of Confederate cur- 
revcy were piinted or eugraved by Southern 
bouses—ithe last work that was done by any 
Northern engraver having been in April, 1861. 
The American k Note Company, as weil as 
the National, were implicated by letters, discov- 
ered snorily before the close of the War, iu fill- 
ing the orders of the Soucheru Confederacy for 
the preparation of loan certificates and bonds. 

Most of this Confederate currency priated at 
the South was issued on the poorest and thin- 
nest paper, and in very ioferior style. The 
notes were quickly worn out, aod specimens of 
them, when found, are commonly in a very di- 
lapidated condition. Poor as they were, how- 
ever, they constituted the principal sinews of 
war for a long time to the Soutbern arms. Ata 
later period tae Southern Confederacy, through 
ite active agents, succeeded in importing all the 
materials for turning out Confederate graybacka, 
including the steel, stones, paper, inka, color 
and even printers. The latter were import 
from Eaglaud. 

The same history of one wrong step, neces- 
sarily leading to another, which has attended 
the forced issue of bogus money in all the 
countries of the world, followed the emission of 
irredeemable Confederate currency. Only 
three months after the last issue we have 
svoken of, or on the 19th of August, 1861, the 
Confederate Congress p an act authorizing 
the emission of Treasury notes to the enormous 
amount of one hundred millious more. These 
were to be of denominations not less than 65. 
Their condition of payment was changed 
from the last issue, which had been made re- 
deemable in two years,” and the hundred milil- 
ions were to run until sik months after the 
conclusion of a peace between the Confederate 


States and the United States of America.” This 


farcical condition, which made the redemption 
of this huge lot of rag money to depend upon 
an event so remote and contingent as the suc- 
cess of the Southern rebellion, contributed, per- 
aps, to the depreciation which soon after set in. 

e Confederate notes emitted under this last 
act all had backs of plain white. By continued 
attrition and handling, however, the white soon 
became dingy, dirty gray. Hence the term 
„ graybacks,” as applied to Coufederate shin- 
plaster currency, was quite as apposite as the 
term ‘‘gray-jackets,” or butternuts, applied 
to the Confederate soldiers. 

Aswarm of prioters and engravers competed 
for the manufacture of those hundred millions of 
Confederate currency. Indeed, the series of notes 
issued at this time were of immense variety in 
design, and were pom donut perhaps in the 
greatest number of avy issue during the entire 
existence the Confederate Government. 
They all bore the printed date of Sept. 2, 
1861. Among their printers were Haver 
and N. of Richmond; the Southern 
Bank Note Company, at New Orleans ; Keatinge 
and Ball, Richmond: J. I. Patterson, Columbia, 
8. C.; Leggett, Keating, and Ball, aod Bianton 
Duncan. The latter gentieman, who has since 
acquired much distinction in Democratic politica, 
issued large amounts of Confederate currency 
under contract with the Goveroment, so-called, 
of the Confederacy. His $20 notes, issued at 
Richmond Sept. 1, 1861, bore the head of Alex- 
ander H. Stephens in the left-hand corner. His 
#10 notes, executed at Columbia, S8. C., had the 
bead of R. M. T. Hunter, of Virginia, the Con- 
federate Secre of State.

She 
expressed herself last night as determined to 
seek such redress as the law would afford, and 
sought her counsel, the Hon. J. F. Weiborne, 
for consultation. Her little children she intends 
to place in the convent in this city, and she will 
then seek some means of earning a livelihood for 
herself and the aged mother of her husband. 

The case 1s, indeed, asad one, and the con- 
duct of John McLeod, who, if not altogether 
to blame in thus basely deserting his wife and 
children and aged widowed mother to the rude 
charities of strangers, is inexcusable in the 
slightest degree.

Prof. King Goes Up to a Height of 
18,000 Feet. 
St. Louis at, 


Democr ö 
Batonton, III., Jul 24— 10 p. m.—One of the 


most marvelous aerial voyages which it has ever 
been the lot of a journalist to record took 
place this afternoon. ... At 5 p. m. we 
hovered over the Missouri River, 4 miles below 
Alton, for 10 minutes. 
not as high as the balloon would carry us, and 
the aeronaut, after examining bis valve-rope 
very carefully, end. pressing the mouth of the 
balloon to test the pressure of the 
gas, suddenly emptied the contents of the 
sand-bag upon the people below. At 
least 75 pounds were let out of the bag at once, 
and we shot upward like an arrow. The earth 
tolled from under us like a ball, and within ten 
seconds we were oscillating one mile higher. up 
amid clouds of surging vapors and cool winds 
that seemed to penetrate our very bones. Prof. 
King at once began to look serious and pale, in- 
timating that we had ascended higher than it 
was safe, aud that we had better descend. The 
barometer marked 13, and was going down. Ac- 
cordiog to all human calculation, we were over 
18.000 feet above mother earth, considerably 
over 3 miles. The highest point ever made by 
Prof. King was 4 miles, over Mount Washington, 
in New Hampshire, nineteen years ago. The 
valve-rope was pulled to let out the gas, but 
the valve was subjected to so great a pressure 
that it would not work well; in fact, the valve 
would not work at all, aud for tweaty minutes 
we were suspended, perfectly motionless, in 
the thinnest, rarest atmosphere the human 
lunge could possibly etand, Our throats were 
seized with a painful swelling, and it was dif- 
cult to articulate. The atmosphere pressure was 
80 overpowering that we couid scarcely hear.

THE PLATE AND BAR MILL COMPANY. 
MEETING OF THE CREDITORS. 

Au adjourned meeting of the creditors of the 
Chicago Plate and Bar Mill Company was held 
yesterday afternoon at No. 36 Dearborn street, 
Mr. Bradley, of Messrs. Rhodes & Bradley, pro- 
siding. Col. Head, of the Committce appointed 
at a previous meeting to examine into and re- 
port upou the value of the assets of the Com- 
pany, made a yerbal report. The assets, in- 
ventoried as amounting to something over $21,- 
000, were divided as follows: 


Cas 

Stock of American Bridge Company 
Stock of Industrial Exposition Company 
Stock on hand 

Of these items, the open accounts were worth 
face value, as no baa debts bad been included in 
the inventory, and the bills receivabie were also 
thought to be worth their face. e stock of the 
American Bridge Company and of the Industrial 
Exposition was worth about 50 per ceut of its 
face. The stock on hand had been estimated at 
what it would bring at a forced sale, and to any 
one buying the mill it might probably be sold at 
abont $2,000 above the valuauion given. In ad- 
dition tothe items in the account, the books 
showed a charge of $7,700 against Mr. John M. 
Ayer, being the amouz:: to which bis account had 
been overdrawn. Ibis had not been stated 
amen the assets, as Mr. Ayer declared 
bimself to be without any property or 
meaus to make up the amount. The Committee 
had visited the Company's mill, and found it in 
poor condition. The machinery was old and 
worn out. The grounds of the Company had a 
water frontage of 270 feet, not improved by 
docks. Mr. Pierce, of the real-estate firm of 
Rees, Pierce & Co., had valued the property at 
$100 a foot, although ata forced sale it would 
not bring more than $500. The Committee had 
two propositions to submit: 

First—Thbat an offer of Mr. J. V. Ayer, the 
father of Mr. John M. Ayer, to take the assets 
and pay a cash dividend of 25 per cent for a re- 
lease iu full, should be accepted. 

Second—That the Company should be thrown 
into bankruptcy. 

In regard to the second courss, the Committee 
believed it would dissipate the assets withou: 
benefit to the creditors. 

There were claims for taxes, wages due, etc. 
amounting to $7,700, that would have to be paid 
in full, and what with the expenses of bankrupt- 
cy proceedings notbing would be left for the 
creditors. Even if the entire amount of the as- 
sets were realized it would onlv afford a 25 per 
cent dividend on the $82,000 of unsecured in- 
debtedness, and Mr. Ayer, Sr., offered that 
amount now, aud in cash. 

Mr. Ayer, Sr., stated that he was a guaranter 
upon the mortgage of $25,000 on the mill and 
grounds of the Company, aud would give $500 to 
anybody who would take the property and meet 
the mortgage. He was a creditor for $31,000 
cash without security, so that no one present 
lost more by the failu'e thau he, but, as he de- 
sired to straighten up affairs -for his son, he 
would pay 25 per cent cash for a release. Iu 
doing this he believéd be would lose $5,000, and 
if any one thoucbt he could take the assets and 
do better he would accept the same proposition. 
The majority of the creditors were inclined to 
close with the offer at once, but a few held off, 
saying they would rather lose their entire ac- 
counts thau receive so little. Dr. Asay, who was 
present as counsel for Mr. Ayer, won over most 
of the di affected, and all signed the agreement 
except two cr three. 

Two suits, aggregating about $1,300, have 
already been brought agaiost the Company, but 
no trouble is expected ou that account, aud the 
eompromise arranged, it is thought, will be ef- 
fected without trouble.

CITX TAX CASES. 
CONTINUATION OF THE ARGUMENT. 


In the tax cases, in the County Court, Mr. 


Shorey consumed the forenoon in an elaborate 
argument to show that the laws enected by the 
Legislature of 1873-4. known as the city tax 
laws, were repealed by the act of the Legisiature 
of 1871-2 known as the City Incorporation law, 
as soon asthe latter was adopted by the city as 
its charter.

The discussion elicit- 
ed a large variety of opinions as to the precise 
effect of such laws, making evident the fact chat 
great confusion and doubt as to the organization 
and duties of the City Government exist be- 
cause of them. 

Messrs. Borden, Wilson, Russell. and Jenks 
occupied the afternoon io arguments for ob- 
jectors, but made no new points. Two or three 
other counee! for objectors are yet to be heard, 
after which the counsel for the city will reply. 
It is not probable that the arguments will be 
concluded before to-morrow. 

Ip argument, tue opinion of Judgo Wallace, 
delivered a year ago in the city tex cases, and 
reported in nE Turpung, was read, bolding tha: 
as the city tax law made no provision for adver- 
tisement and court record, they must be made in 
compliance with the general Revenue law, if at 
all; and as the city tax act withheld the power 
to comply with the general law, neither could 
the Advertisement be published nor the record 
made. It was claimed that the law iu this re- 
spect was not changed by the amencments. 

Tue decision of Judge Wallace, rendered upon 
the South Park assessment on the 16th inst., re- 
fusing jndement. was also cited. In this case, 
it is said, the County Court heid that the law 
which required a return of the assessment 
to be made to the County Collector took from 
the Park authorities all power to collect after 
they had made their return. bot inasmuch as 
the law gave the County Collector no power to 
collect the assessment, no person was deiin- 
quent to him, and he was not authorized to 
make the revort and affidavit alleging delin- 
quency, which is essential to junsdiction under 

e general Revenue law.

Singular Vandalism—A Remarkable 
Tragedy—Sudden Deaths—Obituary 
of an Old sailor. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicano Tribune. 

DesMorrrs, Ia., July 26.—A few days ago 
Jobn Woolston was repairing bis stables on his 
farm near Eddyville, and had hitcned his horses 
to a tree near by. About dark a stranger hitch- 
ed bis horse a few rods distant, and came where 
Woolston was at work. with whom a few words 
were passed in salutation, the parties being 
strangers to each other. Woolston led one of 
his horses into the stable, and went for the 
other, when he heard a thad and a 
tall. He hastened back and found 
his borse prostrate, and the man striking it a 
second biow in the head with an ax. He then, 
throwing away the ax, be ran to his borse, got 
on it, and rode away. Who be is, or what the 
motive for the villainous deed. is not known. 
Pui suit was made, but without success. 

A remarkable incident ovcurred near Viroqua, 
a few deys ago, in a family whose name my in- 
iromant could not remember. There were three 
little children,—the oldest being 5 years, —two of 
whom went to the barn to find bens’ nests. 
They found oue, and crawled to it, and one of 
them thrust bis band forward to get the eggs, 
when he quickly withdrew it, saving the old hen 
had bitten bim. other said he wasn’t afraid, 
and thrust his band forward, whea he, too, was 
bitten. Both then screamed, which quickly 
brought their mother to the spot. when it was 
discovered that they had been struck bya rattle- 
snake coiledin the nest. The mother seized 
the little boys in ber arms and hastened to the 
house, where a vew horror met her gaze. In 
her haste to secure the boys at the barn, she had 
set down a boiler of bot water, into which the 
babe had fallen. In thirty minutes all her chil- 
dreu were dead. 

A daughter of Robert Almos,in Chickasaw 
County, was thrown from a wagon by the team’s 
running away, and killed instantly. 

Last Friday, Amy Rowland was killed bya 
gun at Keorawyua. She was engaged in clean- 
ing house, and, finding a gan under a bed, at- 
tempted to move it, when it was dischatged, the 
contents passing into her breast. 

H. 8. Weiser, Cashier of the First National 
Bauk of Vecorah, died suddenly of beart-diease. 
He was in good heaith, and attended to his busi- 
ness throughout the day, but before 9 o’clocx in 
the evening was dead. 

A few days ago, Michael McGerritt died near 
Waverly, Bremer County. He was a somewhat 
remarkable man. His age was 89. He was born 
in Ireland and received a classic education in the 
land of his birth. At an early age he went on a 
man-of-war, and he was afloat on the waters 
forty-two years. He took an active part in the 
Crimean war; he also belonged to the crew that 
burned the ship Delaware in the Bay of Al- 
giers. He bore u his head two cutlass 
wounds, received at Trafalgar, where Nelson 
fell. He also bore wounds recived in repelling 
the attempts of Spanish buccaneers to board the 
vessel on which he sailed. In his shoulder he 
carried a bullet received while fighting under the 
stars and stripes in the Algerian war. He sailed 
around the world three times, and entered every 

rt open to commerce in bis day. He spoke 

‘rench, German, Italian, Russian, and ten other 

languages, fluentiy‘in his prime. For many years 

he was a regular foreign correspondent of the 

New York Tribune. He claimed to have been 

intimately acquainted with Horace Greeley.

HOW IT HAPPENED. 


Reasons Assigned for Egan’s Election 
as Architect. 


Is Is Claimed that It Was to Help Mr. 
Hesing to Be County Treasurer. 


What That Gentleman and. Mr, Miller 
Think of the Action of the County 
Board. 


% action of the County Board in bringing 
the building of the new Court-House to a crivis 
was a general topic around town yesterday. 
Nearly every person encountered by the report- 
ers of Tun Trum heartily indorsed the action 
of the Commissioners, and boped that they had 
succeeded in forcing the Common Council to act 
promptly and decisively in the matter. 

Among other prominent citizens who were In- 
terviewed in the course of the day were Mr. A. 
C. Hesing and County Treasurer Miller. Neither 
of them was very communicative, and che sub- 
stance of what they said can be embodied in a 


few words. 

MR. HESING 
stated he heartily concurred with the County 
Board in what they had dove. His opinion for 
along time had been that the County Board 
ought to build the entire structure, issuing bonds 
for the necessary funds, and that the city should 
rent or purchase their portion of the building. 
He believed in making the next generation 
shouider the indebtedness, as, in point of fact, 
it would be of more benefit to them 
than to the existing citizens of Chicago, who had 
to bear the burden of a great calamity, and had 
quite enough to do in paying debts that came di- 
rectly upon themselves. As for the architect 
business, be favored either one or three; but 
two he thought an absurdity, as they would be 
forever wrangling and pulling inst each 
other. He bad no personal objection to 
~ te * — thought that he 
ca 6 patting up a 
bie building, sac as Chicago 
He thought it would benefit the city materially 
if work were begun forthwith, and he hoped the 
Council would see the wisdom of hearty co-op- 
eration. Labor and material would never be 
cheaper, and there was no rational ground for 
further vexatious delay. 


MR. MILLER 
was very glad that the county authorities were 
oing to do iug that looked like work. 
t was full time. Of themselves, he believed 
that the Council would not stir tnis year, 
but now that the Board of Commissioners 
had shown a determined front, he believed the 
whole matter would be settled before very long. 
He, like Mr. Hesing, favored one architect or 
three. One good man would, he thought, suf- 


fice for the work, as uu was not likely, in 


his opinion, that the sole architect” would 
quarrel with himself. This ‘‘ nationality” mat- 
ter he did not pay much heed to, but if there 
were to be three architects, he thought the 
leacing elements of the population ought to 
have each a show. The 8 was, 
however, that the Council would concur in the 
action of the County Board, which would be a 
gieat relief to everybody who had become tired 
of the eternal squabble about the new Court- 
House. 
AROUND THE COUNTY BUILDING. 

The members of tha Connty Board who op- 
posed the action of the Board Mondar in refer- 
ence to building the new Court-House were yes- 
terday filled with anxiety to know what had so 
suddenly revolutionized certain members on the 
architect question. Tue anxiety was very 
natural, —— the action was seutirely 
unexpected by all ontside of what is 
known as the Board ring. Heretofore the plans 
of the proposed building had been considered of 
far more importance. than the building itself, 
and whevever the question of buudidg a Court- 
House was raised the Board was found at war 
about the architects or the stone for the struct- 
ure. Some had contended for one architect, 
others for two, and others still for three, and 
opinion was equally vided about the nationality 
of whoever was to ve selected to such an 
extent as to fora time almost cause the aban- 
donment of the idea of buiiding a Court-House 
at all. With sucha history, the action of the 
Board in so suddenly agreeing upon one archi- 
tect, and commencing the work in a few weeks, 
while it pleased, equally astonished the public, 
causing the inquiry to be made by others than 
memvers of the Board as to the reason.
